M’CHKCXET BBATISM. 

Despite the fact that the Harlem Jockey Clnb 
offered a mediocre card yesterday, the asnal large 
crowd was oa hand and witnessed a fair day’s 
sport. The rictory of Albert Enright in the fourth 
race was one of the biggest surprises of the year. 
He was held in sereral books at 100 to 1, vary few 
of the spectators conceding him a chance in the 
field he was pitted against. Off flying, he at once 
rushed to the front and was never afterward 
headed, winning by a length from Dewey, which 
beat Silurian six for second place. He swerved 
somewhat in the last eighth, bnt was clear of the 
field at the time. Dewey ran a good race, bnt was 
simply not good enough to beat the winner. Silur- 
ian tired fast in the last eighth. Even at that he 
showed improved form and bears watching from 
now oo. Ldttle Scont ceased to be a serious con- 
tender after a half mile had been rnn. 

Dodona signalieed her maiden effort by taking 
the first race in bandy fashion by a length from 
Testry, which finished a half before Versifier for 
second place. Dodona led from flag fall to finish 
and was never in danger of being headed. Vestry, 
as in her pterions effort, closed np ground in the 
final Quarter and finished strongly. Versifier tired 
slightly in the last sixteenth. The Fisher Girl ran 
a fair race for a half mile. 

Inspector Shea finally found a track to bis liking 
and, running to his best form, had little trouble 
in annexing the purse of the first race to his owners’ 
oredit. He was slightly outrun in the first half 
mile, bnt closed np ground fast in the final eighth 
and simply ran away from the field, winning by 
three and a half lengths from Golden Glitter, 
which beat Zyra a length for second place. Zyra 
tired badly when a furlong out and Golden Glitter 
was tiring perceptibly when the pinch came. 
Bmma A. M. showed well for five fnrlongs. Bed 
Tip, well baeked by the talent, ran an indifferent 
race and was never prominent at any part of the 
dash. 

MoChesnay made bis first appearance in the third 
race since he fell in the Derby Trial Stakes. It was 
a dash of six furlongs and he was made a 4 to 5 
favorite, but he showed to poor advantage, finish- 
ing fourth. Huachuea, which has been running 
eonsistently of late, proved to be the winner, com- 
ing with a rnsh in the closing strides under a vig- 
orous ride by Knight and winning by a neck from 
Corrigan, which beat Herodiade a length with 
MeCbesney lapped on the latter, Herodiade showed 
much speed, bnt was well beaten when a furlong 
from home. MeChesney was easily outrun in the 
first half, but closed np fast in the last eighth. 
The race should do him much good. Talpa finished 
resolutely and was lapped on MeChesney at the end. 

Lampoon found the track just slow enough in 
the fifth race to rnn to her best form. Miss Man- 
ners showed the way until just before turning into 
the final quarter, where Lampoon went to the front 
without much of an effort and won easily by three 
and a half lengths from Miss Manners, which beat 
Goooman two and a half for second place. Miss 
Manners appeared to falter when turning for home, 
bnt rallied in the last eighth and finished fast. 
Goodman was well spent after running a good race 
for five furlongs. Pericles hardly ran his race and 
can do better. 

The last race went to Bab by a length in front of 
Guy H., he two before Chorns Boy for second 
place. Bab was not called on until jnst before 
entering the last quarter, where she easily went to 
the front. Guy H. ran a surprisingly good race in 
going he does not favor any too much. He finished 
fast and strongly. Coburn made the experiment of 
taking Chorns Boy back in the first six fnrlongs, 
and this may account for the gelding’s somewhat 
strong finish. (Jneen of Dixiaua appeared to have 
a chance when turning for home, but ran out to 
the middle of the course, losing ground. 

Should no rain fall on the track today it will be 
iii excellent shape and fast time shonld be made. 



SARATOGA’S VAST TRACK. 

SABaTOOA, N, Y., Augusta, — Today’s racing was 
chiefly remarkable for the remarkably fast time 
made by the pacemakers in four of the races, and 
which practically establishes the reputation of the 
track as one of the fastest and safest that this 
country has ever seen built on the most advanced 
modern ideas. 

J. B. Haggin’s two-year-old filly Parisienne, by 
Watercress — Ponche Pas, from a standing break 
and ridden by an unskilled apprentice jockey, 
negotiated the furlong in 11^ seconds, quarter in 
2Z%, the three furlongs in 34^ and half in 46^, 
notwithstanding a wide stretch turn, and the ex- 
pected collapse only occurred in the last hundred 
yards. Gunfire and Hatasoo, on which T. Burns 
and W, O’Connor both had orders to force the pace, 
raced as a team and the two jockeys dejectedly dis- 
cussed the situation on the backstretch, both fully 
realizing the inevitable defeat staring them in the 
face. The fillies carried 124 ponnds apiece and the 
time, 11%, 23%, 35%. 48, 1 :00%, 1 :14%, first six fur- 
longs, of a mile and a sixteenth race, tells its own 
story. 

The winner. Par Excellence, had been only re- 
cently repurchased by Colonel Pepper from W. Mc- 
Lemore for $3,000, an advance of $700 over the claim' 
ing price, at which the latter secured her at 
Brighton Beach. The stable commission went on 
at 40 to 1 and resulted in probably the largest win- 
ning coup of the season. 

The Drake-Gates plunge on Conundrum was of 
huge proportion and the Metropolitan layers had 
for the first time a taste of what was in store for 
them from these two worthies. They more than 
recouped their losses, however, on Musketeer and 
Morningside. High Chancellor ran practically un- 
backed and can do a great deal better than his race 
today indicates. 

Kid Weller’s popularity bids fair to stand him in 
good stead just now. His case is under favorable 
consideration and a meeting of the governing com- 
mittee of the M. P. T. Association will be held to- 
night to decide his fate.

EASTERN TVKF TOPICS. 

“The ‘Cavanagh special train’ for Saratoga pulled 
ont of the Grand Central Station yesterday after- 
noon crowded with sporting men, horse owners, 
bookmakers, jockeys, trainers and hangers-on, who 
intend to hold forth at the Springs. For two hours 
before the train left the place was filled with horse 
talk, the principal topic being the defeat of Major 
Daingerfleld by Hyphen in the Brighton Derby on 
Saturday. A majority seemed inclined to pro- 
nounce Hyphen the boss three-year-old of the year, 
for they said that even with 126 pounds on his back 
he would have disposed of the Major just the same, 
though not so easily, of course. It turns ont that 
more money was wagered on Hyphen than on Major 
Daingerfield. Hyphen’s record-breaking race, when 
he ran a mile and a sixteenth in 1:445^, was the 
line which the public followed, instead of being 
guided by the odds put upon the slates by the 
bookmakers. The layers, 'however, were slow to 
believe that Hyphen would win the Derby and 
stubbornly kept the Major at odds-on until just be- 
the New York Snn of Monday. 



“Then the Hyphen money came in such a deluge 
that the favorite receded. Hyphen had many 
important engagements earlier in the season, but 
he could not fulfill them because he was suffering 
from a splint. But Peter Wimmer labored patiently 
with him with the result that he appears to be 
able to hold all of the other three-year-olds safe 
just now. It is a turning point in the turf fortunes 
of Captain Brown, too, for the Pittsburg million- 
aire has had nothing but hard luck for the past two 
years, the death of the splendid two-year-old filly 
Martie Lewie being a crushing blow. But in addi- 
tion to the success of Hyphen, comes the remark- 
ably good showing of the colt Blue Bibbon, the 
brother of Blues and Blue Girl, which ran Hurst- 
bourne to a neck in the Brighton Junior Stakes on 
Saturday. Before the race, as the youngsters were 
being exercised in the paddock, a wise man looked 
at Blue Ribbon and shook his head. 

“ ‘A nice-looking colt,’ said he, * but he is not 
game. Sir Dixon’s sons and daughters, as a rule, 
lack courage.’ 

“ But when Blue Ribbon, under the flogging that 
Odom administered, struggled on like a young 
giant, only to be beaten by a short margin, the wise 
man turned away, again shaking his head and say- 
ing: 

“ ‘That one’s an exception!’ 

“Captain Brown, by the way, is ambitious to 
possess the best racing stable in .\merica, and he 
says he will succeed in the course of a couple of 
years. He has laid the foundation for a powerful 
combination and intends to make further extensive 
purchases at next year’s sales. 

“It is rumored that Thomas W. Lawson intends 
to get into racing and contemplates bidding for the 
Mackay horses when they are placed on sale at 
Saratoga next week. Mr. Lawson is not the only 
one that will be in the ring with offers, especially 
for the colt Mexican. The fact that Senator Mc- 
Carren’s offer of $25,(X)0 for the colt was refused is 
pretty clear evidence that he will command a large 
amount. It is hinted that the new racing firm of 
Whitney & Dnryea will be the successful bidders, 
inasmuch as J. E. Madden, who trains Irish Lad 
for them, has an interest in the earning qualities 
of Mexican. There have been universal expressions 
of regret over the retirement of Mr. Mackay from 
the turf and the hope has been generally expressed 
that he will later on conclude to return. 

“Senator McCarren, by the way, is betting more 
money these days than any of the big plungers. 
And the senator appears to know what be is about 
when be lays hie money down. On Thursday last 
he framed up a series of killings which might have 
seriously crippled the ring if they had all been suc- 
cessful. He first wagered $3,(XX) on his colt Clon- 
mell to win the second race and got 6 to 1 for his 
money, but Clonmell did not land. Then the sen- 
ator bet $15,000 on his filly. Gold Money, to win the 
Produce Stakes and got 7 to 10, the ring keeping 
the money, as Eugenia Burch won. But in the next 
race the senator backed his colt. Bluff, at 4 to 1 to 
win $20,000, and succeeded. He followed this up 
with a commission on his colt, Mackey Dwyer, in 
the last race that amounted to about $7,000 in win- 
nings. If Clonmell and Gold Money had won the 
tall Brooklynite would have killed the ring with 
Bluff and Mackey Dwyer. 

“It is estimated that conservatively Senator Mc- 
Carren has won close to $250,000 this year, David 
Gideon, Pittsburg Phil. William Barrick and Jesse 
Lewisohn are all far ahead of the game. Gideon 
took $25,000 out of the ring on Saturday when Sov- 
ereign won. Barrack is reputed to have cleaned up 
$80,0(X) on the Brighton meeting, Lewisohn won 
$26,000 on Himself ’s victory last Friday, when 
Ethics won, but was disqualified. Incidentally the 
public has fared better than ever this year, numer- 
ous bookmakers having been temporarily put out 
of business. As a prominent layer put it yesterday : 

“ ‘It is a good thing that Brighton has closed, for 
if it had continued another week we would have 
been sent to the poorhonse. There’ll be better 
times tor us at Saratoga.’ ’’

somebody called ont, ‘ Look at Springbok a-com- 
ing,’ and by the time Preakness got into the stretch 
the sorrel horse was at his throat-latch. Shear and 
I were abont 250 yards up the stretch, and when 
they passed as Springbok was at least two feet in 
front of Mr. Sanford’s horse. Shear looked at me 
ominonsly and asked: 

“ Tom, have yon got enongh money left to get 
back to ’Frisco?’ 

“ ‘No,’ I replied, ‘but I can get all I want in New 
York, for myself or yon either.’ 

“ *1 tell you folks'that when'old Bill and I got down 
to the stand and saw the two ciphers hang ont for a 
dead heat we both felt like going np and giving 
“Ole Man Hayward’’ a gennine grizzly hug, It 
should also be recollected that Preakness went 
over to England the next year, and, after being 
twice defeated, went ont and walked over for the 
Brighton Cnp, not a hosse in all of England or 
France daring to start against him. On his retire- 
ment to the stud, Preakness got The Fiddler, who 
won the Newmarkat Tri-ennial, heating Camel- 
Hard, while that great mare Thebais, was two 
lengths away, and Falkirk (no bad horse, either), 
was beaten away off. In the next year The Fiddler 
won the Great Metropolitan, with 110 pounds easily. 
In the Chester Cap be was beaten a scant length by 
Prndhomnie, to which he conceded a year and 13 
pounds. After that he won the Alexandra 
Plate, beating the great Foxhall, which 
had beaten Petronel two days previona- 
ly for the Ascot Cap. Jnst as the excel- 
lent performances of The Fiddler were beginning 
to attract the attention of English breeders to 
Preakness, as a valuable ontcross, the old hero be- 
came a savage and it was necessary to destroy him, 
and as Bay Leaf is the only American mare, so far, 
to produce three winners of races in England— 
Preakness, Rnbicon and Bay Final, all by Lexing- 
ton, I don’t think Mr. Respess need be afraid to pot 
Dick Welles in the stud after his racing days are 
ended. Good horses from King Tom’s male line 
are already scarce and the services of Dick Welles 
should commanfl a fairly good price, for that rea- 
son if for no other; and apart from any merit he 
may be said to iiossess as an individual. On maree 
having the blood of Lexington and Yorkshire, he 
ought to be a ‘mortal air-tight cinch,’ all the other 
crosses being wholly dissimilar. 

“You will notice that I speak of Vigil as the gam- 
est of Virgil’s sons. I write this with no desire to 
disparage Hindoo, bat Hindoo bad more speed 
than Vigil. In a mile he could beat Vigil sixty 
yards and in two miles at least forty, bat, at three 
miles. Vigil could bring him (or any other horse of 
his day) to the whip. I saw him win his last race, 
on three legs (at two and a half or three 
miles, I have now forgotten which) at Jerome 
Park, beating St. Martin (by Phaeton) by a 
neck. Vigil palled np hopelessly broken 
down and, in two hours afterwards, his queer 
leg was as big and as round as your coat sleeve. I 
deem a cross of Vigil a very good thing to have in 
a horse, for his dam not only produced that good 
horse Vgra Crnz, by the same sire, bat Also pro- 
duced Jolly Sir John, by Glenelg, a good winner in 
England ; and Jolly Sir John was in the same stable 
with those two great sons of Waverly, Abbotsford 
and Wallenstein, for which reason he had to wait 
his tarn for the good things of that era. Yes, Diek 
Welles 1c bred all right. I have only one objection 
to him— he does not belong to me.’’

When the aa- 
nouncement was mAde that the millionaire owner 
would dispose of his string it was stated that the 
horses wonld be sold privately, if possible, within 
ten days, but that if the prices offered wore not 
satisfactory they would be anctioned. Offers were 
made for Mexican and one or two others in the 
stable, and Charles Hill, the trainer, communicated 
with Mr. Mackay by cable. Evidently the prices 
named by wonld-be purchasers wore not satis- 
factory, for Mr. Hill yesterday announced the de- 
cision to place the horses in the hands of the 
anctioneer. He declined to discuss the matter of 
the offers or the amounts now that the sale is to be 
held. There is sure to be some lively bidding for 
Mexican, Heno and His Eminence. As the horses 
will continue in training they will bo ready to fill 
their engagements in the riob stakes at Saratoga.
